We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  opening  of  the  north  25  feet  of 
Packard  Avenue  between  Brooklyn  Avenue  and  the  Wabash  Railroad 
in  accordance  o th  your  letter  of  June  26,  1959  pertaining  to 

Board  Order  ^o.  203-59. 

It  would  be  our  recommendation  that  the  above  named  street  be 
opened  to  a width  of  50  feet,  for  the  foi  loving  reasons: 

1.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  7 houses  on  the  south 
side  fronting  onto  Packard  Avenue  with  Packard  .venue  as  their 
means  of  access  to  the  front  of  their  house  and  garage. 

2.  It  has  been  the  standard  practice  for  all  streets  in 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  be  at  least  50  feet  in  right-of-way. 

3.  At  the  present  time,  the  property  north  of  Packard  Ave- 
nue is  zoned  a^-  an  ”M3"  District,  and  as  such  when  developed 
for  an  industrial  use,  would  require  at  least  a 50  foot  street 
in  order  to  have  ample  width  to  handle  industrial  traffic. 

4.  The  intersection  of  Packard  Avenue  with  Brooklyn  is 
such  that  only  one  car  at  a time  can  exit  or  enter  from  Packard 
onto  Brooklyn.  This  can  cause  serious  traffic  conflicts  unless 
widened  to  permit  at  least  two  cars  through  the  intersection  at 
the  same  t line  . 

As  a result  of  the  above  reasons,  it  would  be  our  recommendation 
that  Packard  AVenue  be  opened.

Declaratory  Resolution,  drawing  and  property  ownership  list  completed  and 
attached  for  opening  the  north  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  Packard  Avenue, 

The  board  order  requested  this  street  be  opened  to  its  western  terminus, 
but  the  existing  railroad  right  of  way  and  a high  embankment  made  this 
impossible.  The  resolution  was  therefore  prepared  to  stop  at  the  Laredo 
Avenue  intersection.  Five  pictures  are  attached  which  illustrate  this 
situation. 


The  owner  of  Parcel  No,  5,  Hohnhausen’s  Sub,,  is  not  damaged  by  this 
proposal,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  property  in  question  is  zoned  as  an  M-3  District.  Whether 
it  is  eventually  developed  for  industrial  or  residential  use, 
the  owner  would  be  required  to  dedicate  this  25  feet  for  street 
purposes. 

The  owner  is  paying  taxes  on  this  land  needlessly  since  it  will 
be  a street  someday. 

We  are  presently  working  on  a resolution  for  sidewalk  on 
Brooklyn  Avenue  which  affects  this  property.  The  opening  would 
save  the  owner  of  Parcel  No.  5 the  cost  of  constructing  sidewalk 
over  this  25  feet. 

It  is  therefore  my  recommendation  that  Packard  Avenue  be  opened,  if  possible. 
There  are  many  reasons  why  this  project  has  been  delayed,  but  it  was  mainly

1.  They  are  the  owners  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (1007.) 
of  the  property  sought  to  be  condemned  and  taken  by  said  Declar- 
atory Resolution  and  that  no  other  person  owns  any  part  of  the 
real  estate  sought  to  be  taken. 

2.  That  the  property  owned  by  these  remonstrants  is 
a highly  desirable  industrial  site  located  in  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana;  and  that  access  to  said  industrial 
tract  is  provided  by  Brooklyn  Avenue  and  Kinnaird  Avenue  and 
that  Kinnaird  Avenue  has  been  opened  in  recent  years  as  a means 
of  providing  access  to  the  industrial  tract  lying  immediately 

to  the  north  of  Kinnaird  Avenue. 

3.  That  said  declaratory  resolution  contemplates  reducing 
the  size  of  the  industrial  tract  under  consideration  to  the  extent 
of  about  one  full  acre. 

4.  That  taking  of  said  property  which  has  a high  valua- 
tion and  a high  usage  will  be  detrimental  to  the  entire  tract 
owned  by  the  undersigned  and  will  in  no  way  benefit  the  owners

5.  That  Packard  Avenue  east  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  has 
only  a twenty- five  foot  right-of-way. 

6.  That  Packard  Avneue  west  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  will 
never  be  a through  street  because  its  extension  is  blocked  by 
the  existence  of  two  railroads , one  at  the  end  of  the  property 
sought  to  be  condemned  and  the  other  a short  distance  beyond.
